TOKYO, Aug. 24 (UP)—United 
States Army Chief of Staff Gen. 
J. Lawton Collins returned from 


a two-day tour of the Korean 
front lines today and said he was 
satisfied with Allied progress in 
the war, but that a tough job 
still lies ahead. 

Adm. Forrest P. Sherman, chief 
of naval operations, who accom- 
panied Gen. Collins and other top 
military and naval officers on the 
Korean ¢trip, announced at the 
same time that marine ground 
and air reinfofeements are on 
their way to the battlefields. 

Adm. Sherman also said that 
naval units in Korean waters will 
be reinforced considerably with 


ships which are being reactivated |! 


in United States ports. 

Adm. Sherman and Gen. Col- 
lins left for the United States 
tonight after conferring with Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur here. 

Reliable sources said Gen. Mac- 
Arthur urged them to speed re- 
inforcements and asked them 
especially to try to get as many 
troops from as many nations as 
possible so the Korean campaign 
would be representative of the 
United Nations, —

TOKYO, Aug. 25 (Friday) (INS) 
-— Communist Foreign Minister 
Chou En-lai of China demanded 
in a cable to the United Nations 
Security Council yesterday that 
United: States “armed invasion 
forces" be withdrawn from For- 
mosa. 

The message was addressed to 
Jacob Malik, the Russian presi- 
dent of the Security Council, and 
Secretary General Trygve Lie. : 

It was broadcast from Peiping 


a.m. Friday (11:20 a.m. Thurs- 
day, St. Louis time). 
Chou called upon the United 


Nations to take immediate mea- 
sures for “complete withdrawal 
of all. United States armed in- 
vasion forces from Taiwan (For- 
mosa) and from other territories 
belonging to China.” 
Alleges U. N. Violation. 

Chou charged that approach of 
the United States Seventh Fleet 
to the Formosan straits and “ar- 
rival of United States Air Force 
contingents in Formosa” consti- 
tute “direct armed aggression on 
the territory of China and a total 
violation of the United Nations 
Charter.” 

(In another message earlier 


Minister told the United Nations 
that the United States had in- 
vaded territory of the “People’s 
Republic of China” by posting its 
Seventh Fleet off F . The 
message accused the United 
States of “attempting ... to at- 
tain her goal of subjugating 
Asia.”) 

The Red Foreign Minister said: 

“The people of China cannot 
tolerate this action of armed 
aggression by tha United States 
Government on the territory of 
China and are determined to 
liberate from the tentacles of 
United States aggressors Taiwan 
and aH other territories belong- 
to China.” 

He did not specify the “other 
territories” besides Formosa. 


Recalls Truman’s Order. 


Chou said that President Tru- 
man on June 27 “announced the 
decision of the United States 
Government to prevent with 
armed force the. liberation of 
Taiwan by the Chinese People’s 
Liberation Army.” 

He said: 

“For the maintenance of inter- 
national peace and security and 
for the upholding of the dignity 
of the United Nations Charter, 
the United Nations Security 
Council is obliged by ‘its in- 
alienable duties to condemn the 
United States Government for 
its criminal act in the armed in- 
vasion of the territory of China.”

How Forces Are Divided. 

These forces are divided into: 

1. The 50,000-man Bereitschaf- 
ten (alert units).

However, 
when law violations become no- 
torious, we will use whatever 
means are necessary to get evi- 
dence and prosecute offenders.” 

Moran said he hired Niles to 
collect the evidence. Niles found 
“barrel of fun” devices, dice and 
poker games and one handbook, 
Moran added. The “barrel of 
fun” was described as a lottery. 

Moran, a Democrat, said he ex- 
pected “political” pressure in an 
effort to get him to sidetrack 
some of the charges. All charges 
will be prosecuted “to the limit,” 
he insisted. 

He said he will inform the State 
Liquor Commission about all con- 
victions obtained on gambling 
charges. The commission has an- 
nounced it would revoke liquor 
licenses of places where gambling 
is conducted. 

Moran related Niles visited 320 
places in making his investigation. 
No slot machines were found. 
Moran said no federal taxes were 
paid on slot machines in the 
county this year. In contrast, 
taxes on 600 slots were paid in 
1948 but the number dropped to 
13 last year. 

Other forms of gambling have 
replaced slot machines, Moran 
said, adding that although they 
are minor, compared to devices 
in use two years ago, “now is the 
time to put an end to such petty 
gambling.” 

County Judge Edward J. Turn- 
baugh will hear the charges 
against the 443 defendants.

How Seizure Works. 

The usual course is for the

Under past seizures, the Gov- 
ernment has required manage- 
ment and unions to keep negotiat- 
ing until they could reach an 
agreement and the seizure end.

The dispute with the trainmen 
and conductors has been going on 
since March 1949.

Proposal of Arbiters.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 24 (AP)— 
The House today passed a bill to 
give monthly allowances of $45 to 
$85 to enlisted men in the mili- 
tary services to help them care 
for their families. These allow- 
ances are in addition to their pay. 
~ The roll call vote was 359 to 0. 

The bill provides a $70-a-month 
allowance to all enlisted men, re- 
gardless of grade, having two de- 
pendents—a wife and one child, 
for example. 

An enlisted man with three or 
more dependents would get $85 
monthly. 

If the enlisted man is in the 
three lower grades, he will have 
to allot $40 from his pay in addi- 
tion to what extra allowance the 
Government gives him. 

No Deduction for Some. 

If he’s in the higher grades— 
| Sergeants in the Army and com- 
‘parable grades in the other serv- 
ices—he would get $70 if he has 
one or two dependents, and if 
more than two $85. There is no 
requirement for pay deduction of 
men in the upper grades. 

The Senate has passed a some- 
what similar bill, and a confer- 
ence now will be held to work 
out a compromise.

Months of Worry Ahead. 

The months and years ahead 
are to be filled with many night- 
mares for United States military 
and diplomatic officials. They 
have made a finding; on the basis 
of that finding they have pro- 
ceeded with a measured defense 
plan, based in large part on the 
utilization of new weapons, still 
to be manufactured, to gain the 
strength they think would more 
than match Russia's. 

Yet, these top officials from 
President Truman on down do 
not know what Russia's intentions 


are. 

They have gambled on being 
able to get new weapons into 
the hands of European troops 
and in the hands of our own 
troops. 

They have gambled on our 
atomic superiority—and on that 
gamble they badly miscalculated 
the time it would take Russia 
to get the bomb. 

They have prayed fervently for 
time to create the new scientific 
army which could hold a bridge- 
head in Europe, felling that it 
was safer to take time than sud- 
denly to saddle the country with 
additional billions in defense

to start across the continent to- 
day.. Are they ready for the im- 
mense increase in atomic produc- 
tion that would certainly come 
in the United States? Are they 
ready to try to organize western 
European industrial production 
on Soviet lines while the United 
States is raining atomic weapons 
on Russia proper? Are they 
ready for attacks with conven- 
tional explosive from the sea? 
Can they hold their nation to- 
gether under the pounding which 
the scientific warfare of a near- 
tomorrow can give them via 
guided missiles, B-36 bombers, 
and even newer weapons? 
Once the Red armies have 
reached the channel, or England 
itself, where then can they go? 
They do not have the transport 
to cross the Atlantic. 


The Russians plan to bleed us 
white in a 10-year campaign of 
intensive diplomatic pressure and 
local wars and crises. They want 
us to set our economy on a war

To the Editor of the Port-Dispatch: 


I’m writing this message to you, in 
hopes of causing a few of the people 
back home to see the light, as to what 
the front is like. 

It is not an easy task to do, for.every 
one has his own opinion and his own 
picture of the fight. I'm considering 
the viewpoint of my section, or rather 
what is left of it. 

When we moved to the front, our sec- 
tion consisted of 18 men. It now has 
seven. We came to Korea eager for ex- 
citement, and looking for a good fight. 
We laughed and made jokes of the 
front, but now it is no joke. Combat 
cannot be laughed at. 

Yesterday we were young boys going 
to school, drinking a double chocolate 
soda at the corner founiain, plowing 
in the fields of a farm in Missouri, 
operating a drill press in Chicago, or 
fishing by a river stream in Oregon. 
Today, we are men, fighting to save one 
another. 

We run patrols by day, and lie awake 
at night with our weapons ready. We 
storm a hill that a pack mule couldn't 
climb, only to be pushed off again. A 
handful of limping G.I.‘s get ambushed 
by @ couple of hundred infiltrating Com- 
munists behind our own lines. We sce 
our comrades lying beside the road, 

stripped by the Reds of weapons and 
boots. We walk through a rice paddie 
and get pinned down by enemy ma- 
- chine-gun fire. A handful of us storm 
the gun position only to find a couple 
of 14-year-old boys. It is not easy, but 
it is either them or us. 

We get pulled to the rear for a day 
or two rest: We reid in the news- 

aper where the people back home are 
| stad to hoard food and supplies. 
We read a clipping about a woman re- 
serving a permanent for the last of 
September, because she thought they 
would be hard to get in a couple of 
months. 

The people back home just don't 
‘seem to realize what a wonderful coun- 
try they live in. If they could only 
see how people live in the Orient, they 
would finally zealize what it is to belong 
to a free nation. The boys here on the 
front know what it is. Maybe some 
day the rest will know too.

The Engineers Should 

The Army Engineers could not open their 
hearing in Poplar Bluff tomorrow morning in 
any better way than by announcing they will 
stick by their word that the dams they pro- 
posed building on the Current river are out. 

There are conflicting statements of fact as to 
what the Army Engineers intend with respect 
to the Current river. Gov. Smith has an- 
nounced that the preposed Current river dams 
have been reinstated in the flood control pro- 
gram for the White river basin. He said he 
learned this at the Oklahoma City meeting 
last month of the Arkansas-White-Red River 
Basins Interagency Committee. 

The Army Engineers’ latest word on the Cur- 
rent river specifically is that they are standing 
by what Maj. Gen. Lewis A. Pick, Chief of 
Army Engineers, said last November. At that 
time Missourians opposing dams on the Current 
had fought the Army Engineers to a standstill. 
Gen. Pick told them: 

“It is my opinion that ‘he Current river 
should remain in its natural state at this time 
and in the prospective future. . . . The Corps 
of Engineers agrees with your position that the 
Current river in its present state is a unique 
and valuable resource of the White river basin 
and that it should be preserved.” 

The statement is not without its escape 
clauses—“at this time,” and “in the prospective 
future”—but if it is a piece of perfectly plain 
dealing in good faith it means that the Army 
Engineers have given up the plans to dam the 
Current, and the conservationists who fought 
them have nothing further to worry about. 

That the conservationists do not fully trust 
the Army Engineers’ assurances is attested by 
the fact that a formidable delegation of them 
plans to attend the Poplar Bluff hearings. 
Clearly they are worried lest the Army Engi- 
neers run out on their assurances through an 

*“at this time,” or an “in the prospective fu- 
ture,” or some other phraseology that makes 
their promises mean something other than they 
seem to miean. 

This should be an embarrassing situation for 
the Army Engineers. We should think that 
Gen. Pick, and Col. Prentiss, the division en- 
gineer at Dallas, who will conduct the Poplar 
Bluff hearings, would want their word on this 
matter to be so'plainly stated that it would 
command complete trust. 

Will either or both of them. say, in plain 
words and without modifying clauses that. could 
be used to turn the statement inside out, that 
the Current river dam proposals have been 
dropped for good? 

That would be frank dealing, and frank deal- 
ing, we believe, is what Missourians concerned 
about the Current river deserve. 
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Doubtful: Way to Stop Cavities 

It is fortunate that Federal Food and Drug 
Administrator Dr. Paul B, Dunbar stipulated 
that toothpowder containing penicillin can be 
sold only on a doctor’s prescription. For there 
is reason to question the wisdom of widespread 
use of such toothpowder, even if it does re- 
duce the number of cavities in teeth. 

The indiscriminate use of penicillin to treat 
minor ills can be dangerous. Germs when ex- 
posed to small quantities of penicillin build 
up a resistance to the substance, with the re- 
sult that much larger than normal quantities 
have to be used to kill them later. 


In the case of penicillin in toothpowder, the 
relatively small quantities involved could pro- 
duce a resistance in a kind of bacteria present 
in the mouth which, under certain conditions, 
can cause an extremely serious heart infection 
called sub-acute bacterial endocarditis. 

If the infection should occur in a person who 
has been using penicillin toothpowder, it would 
be an extremely grave matter because of the 
difficulty of killing the germs made resistant to 
penicillin by the toothpowder. 

Scientists and doctors might well consider 
whether it might not be preferable to investi-- 
gate more thoroughly the other methods of

The unified air force can have little strength 
until it is far better equipped than it is now. 
More American arms can help solve this prob- 
lem. American arms also can reassure French- 
men like General DeGaulle—who still opposes 
integration—that they will not be deserted when 
the showdown comes. 

This is of particular psychological consequence 
at a time when, it is reported, West German 
Chancellor Konrad Adenauer is asking for arm- 
ing of 60,000 West Germans. Frenchmen are

He suggested in-his will that 
the foundation bearing his name 
endow a chair at Columbia Uni- 
versity for the teaching of a 
course in American civilization 
and American institutions. And 
he hoped that fellowships might 
be provided in various universities 
throughout the United States for 
the purpose of studying and work- 
ing out ways of stimulating public 
interest in our democratic insti- 
tutions and improving public 
spirit among our people. 

He also suggested that two 
yearly prizes of $5000 each be 
given to one person of foreign 
birth and one native born “who 
by word or deed has contributed 
most during the year to the up- 
building of citizenship and public 
spirit in ae ort

HEN Emil Schwarzhaupt 
W came to the United States 
from his native Bavaria in 
1910, he came neither as a poor 
boy nor as a rich one. He had a 
little morfey to tide him over the 
rough spots until he found a job 
and his uncle in Chicago had of- 
fered him a home. But for Emil 
there were no rough spots. His 
great enthusiasm for the new 
country he had discovered made 
him welcome wherever he went. 
At 17, he landed his first job, 
as a clerk in the office of a Chi- 
cago distilling firm. After hours 
when other young men were 


ing the glories of America. 
studied the Constitution of the 
United States and found it a 
beautiful thing. He pored over 
the biographies of American pa- 
triots and statesmen. He studied 
American history with a zest no 
American schoolchild ever 
brought to a lesson. When the 
time came for this country to 
grant him the privilege of citizen- 
ship, he wanted to be worthy of 
the honor. 

Schwarzhaupt often told friends 
that the day he received his

walked down Chicago's wind- 
swept Michigan boulevard, mur- 
muring to himself over and over, 
“I am an American.”

From clerk he 
graduated to salesman for his 
firm and at the age of 22 founded 
his own company to deal in ware- 
house receipts: But as his for- 
tune grew, Schwarzhaupt did not 
forget the debt of gratitude he 
felt he owed to America. He 
worked tirelessly to promote an 
intelligent understanding of 
American citizenship among the

At the age of 34, Schwarz- 
haupt was already a wealthy man. 
He participated in organizing the 


American Medicinal Spirits Co. 
and served on the firm’s board of 


directors until it was acquired by 


the National Distillers Products 
Corp. in 1930. In 1933, with his 
lifelong friend, Leo 
whom he named as one of the 
trustees of the Emil Schwarz- 
haupt Foundation, he acquired the 
Bernheim Distilling Co. of Louis- 
ville, Ky., and, when that firm was 
acquired by Schenley Industries, 
Inc., Schwarzhaupt retired. 
America had made him a multi- 
millionaire.

NLIKE many. foreign born 
{J who accept American citizen- 
ship but never overcome a 
nostalgia for the land of their 


birth, Schwarzhaupt had no yearn- 
ing to return to Germany. With- 
out wife or children, his one great 
love was his adopted land. Friends 
say that his affection for Amer- 
ica “was almost a fierce thing.” 


With his death, his philanthro- 
pies began to come to light. He 
had spent more than $89,000 in 
the purchase of animals for New 
York’s Central Park Zoo. He had 
given to the University of Miami 
at Coral Gables, Fla., where he 
spent his winters, many thousands 
of dollars and financed, among 


other things, a research project 
on Americanism-Through-History 
Study. In his will he forgot no 
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people march- 

to proclaim their pride in 

America. They felt as Emil
